DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-6, 8-21 and 73-75, drawn to a body fluid shunt having a valve at 
least partially defined by a drain port extending between the upstream and 
downstream sides of the fluid passage and a piston having a cutout 
defined therein, the cutout being alignable with the drain port when the 
piston is displaced, classified in class 604, subclass 9. 

II. Claims 22-25, 27-37, 76, and 77, drawn to a body fluid shunt having a 
valve defined as a cutout within a movable valve actuating member, 
classified in class 604, subclass 32. 

III. Claims 38, 39, 41-49, and 52-57, drawn to a body fluid shunt comprising a 
valve that is confined to move along a travel axis, wherein fluid flowing 
between the upstream and downstream ends of the fluid passage when 
the valve is open flows through the valve along a valve flow direction 
oriented at least substantially perpendicular to the travel axis, classified in 
class 604, subclass 30. 

IV. Claims 58 and 60-71 , drawn to a body fluid shunt having a piston wherein 
the location of the piston is independent of the pressure in the 
downstream side of the fluid passage, classified in class 604, subclass 9. 
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The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs because Group I requires the piston to have 
a cutout, while Group II requires that the valve has a cutout. 

Inventions I and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs because Group III requires a valve that 
moves along a travel axis to allow and restrict fluid flow, while Group I requires a piston 
having a cutout and a valve being at least partially defined by a drain port.. 

Inventions I and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs because Group I requires the piston to have 
a cutout and a valve at least partially defined by a drain port, while Group IV requires a 
piston designed such that its location is independent of pressure in the downstream side 
of the fluid passage. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
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and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification; 

(b) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 

recognized divergent subject matter; 

(c) the inventions require a different field of search (for example, searching 

different classes/subclasses or electronic resources, or employing different 
search queries); 

(d) the prior art applicable to one invention would not likely be applicable to 

another invention; 

(e) the inventions are likely to raise different non-prior art issues under 35 U.S.C. 

101 and/or 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention. 

The election of an invention may be made with or without traverse. To reserve a 
right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not distinctly 
and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election 
shall be treated as an election without traverse.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the inventions are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the inventions to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is 
the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable 
over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
1 03(a) of the other invention. 

A telephone call was made to Craig Feischko on 10/29/08 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
